I variety and they hatch out in hot, dry 
weathex, therefore are more numer¬ 
ous in dry years. During the discus- 
"sTon on the subject it was fo,und from 
the reports of the farmers that some 
had them on their forms and others 
had not, and to make sure of the ex¬ 
act conditions in regard to the ap¬ 
pearance of this pest in the district 
each man agreed to make a careful 
survey of his land and report to Mr. 
A. J. Flood, secretary-treasurer of 
M. D. of Royal, No. 167; as soon as 
possible, and if found necessary, steps 
will immediately be taken to combat 
the threatened plague.

Mr. D. S McIntyre, who is president 
of the U.F.A. at Okotoks, is instilling 
interest in the local h«fer there by 
gcqjmling with questions of immedi¬ 
ate interest to fdVmers and citizens 
generally A At a mealing, over which 
he presided, on Saturday, he brought 
up before Hie members the subject of 
road making-Wmch we all hope may 
lead to a change in the present bung¬ 
ling and expensive system followed by 
the provincial department. This 
spring a provincial crew of men, 
teams with graders and scrapers have 
been engaged in repairing and grad¬ 
ing the road between Calgary and 
Okotoks and the statement was made 
that the actual cost of repairing this 
road was upwards of $600 per mile. 
There would be no complaints uttered 
if the roads were permanently im¬ 
proved, but it does not require nn ex¬ 
pert to determine that the work per¬ 
formed is only of a very temporary 
nature and with a’heavy fall of rain 
will be as bad as ever again. The 
statement was made at this meeting 
by one man, that by calling for ten¬ 
ders the road could not only be grad¬ 
ed but also gravelled at a cost con¬ 
siderably below $5.00 per mile and if 
-uch is the case then it is about time 
that a halt was called in such waste 
of public money where practically no 
benefit is derived. It is unfortunate¬ 
ly a fact that you cannot get efficient 
service from government road crews. 
There is a tendency on the part of 
the average person in government 
employ to simply mark time and when 
the clock strikes six cea;e work, 
We would like to see this work per¬ 
formed by private individuals by ten¬ 
der who would be obliged to follow 
certain specifications formulated by 
-ome - Ompetent roacPengineer. Af- 
er the discussion it was resolved to 
-ubmit the opinion of the U.F.A.

Heretofore out¬ 
side farmer members of the executive 
committee there has not' been the co¬ 
operation necessary among the farm¬ 
ers to make this annual event a suc¬ 
cess and it developed upon the few 
public spirited officia's to carry out 
the work where score s should have as¬ 
sisted. 

Throughout this district there arc 
numerous farmers who have in thei 
posession pure bred stock that shouh 
be entered for competition in our fair 
but the majority of these men wen 
not sufficiently interested to even be 
come members of the association let 
alone exhibit their stock and thus help 
to make this annual exhibition the 
success it should be. This is an un 
fortunate state and the hope is ex- 
piessed that this year will witness a 
display of cattle, horses, sheep, swine 
grains, vegetables, etc., that will re¬ 
flect proper credit upon the district 

Among many farmers the mistaken 
idea prevails that the business men of 
the town reap the only benefits from 
the holding of the exhibition. Tbeii 
vision only extends to the monitary 
gain and they refuse to see the edu¬ 
cational value of a properly conduct¬ 
ed exhibition in which every farmer 
may obtain real value if they come ir, 
tiro proper spirit, to compare confor¬ 
mation, quality and breeding with 
stock exhibited by others and their, 
own. To the farmgr interested in his 
calling piere is a great deal to be 
gained by attending exhibitions of 
this nature and they should ally them¬ 
selves with the organization by be¬ 
coming exhibitors and paid up mem¬ 
bers.

God 
knows he makes little enough margin 
in selling shoes these days as the mil¬ 
lionaire shoe bgrons set their price 
so high that he has not the heart to 
make a further increase outside the 
usual 16 or 20 per cent to carry on 
his business. But we have a govern¬ 
ment whose duty it is to see that the 
public is protected against such bare- 
- faced swindles. It is useless to say 
they have no control over such con¬ 
cerns. When a thief commits robbery 
the law of the country is enforced im¬ 
mediately and without delay and we 
cannot term it anything else but rob¬ 
bery, for shoe manufacturers to turn 
out such inferior goods at such ex¬ 
horbitant prices. With lerfher piling 
up in our tanneries and Hides going 
a-begging it would appear to us tnat 
there should be no necessity for the 
substitution of paper for leather in 
the manufacture of shoes. It’s high 
time such swindles were stopped.

SPOKE ON GRASSHOPPER PEST 


Mr. Strickland, who addressed a 
meeting at High River on Tuesday, 
evening in connection with the gi jpts- 
hopper pest, was in Blackie on Sat¬ 
urday evening where he addressed a 
lurge meeting, at the request of the* 
U.F.A. at Blackie. The hoppers were 
not very prolific in the di trict as 
there were not many farmers present 
who could tell of any particular dam¬ 
age to their crops. 

Mr. Strickland spoke in such a man¬ 
ner that what he said could be readily 
understood by everyone prerent. In 
the fall, the grasshoppers lay their 
eggs in the headlands about the fields 
and along the roadside where the 
ground is hard and firm and for that 
reason the summer fallowed lands are 
practically free fiom them during the 
early summer. 

These eggs usually hatch out some 
time during the month of May, and 
the hoppers are in the habit of re¬ 
turning to these headlands and the 
ro'adsides)fronr the fields in which 
4hey^hfrvc been working every eve¬ 
ning, until the hoppers are about a' 
half inch in length. After this .time 
they are apt to penetrate more deep¬ 
ly into the 'gram fields and remain 
there, consequently the best time to 
get rid of this pest is before they 
reach this stage of development, and 
the process is quite simple. After 
this period, however, it is a different 
proposition to get rid of them and 
calls for a great deal more labor and 
exptense. The best way to get rid of 
the hopper is by means of poison, and 
the following preparation known as 
Kansas Bait, is the best one for this 
purpose. The bait is prepared in the 
following manner: 

Bran—60 lbs. 

Paris green or white arsenic—2 lbs. 

Molasses—4 quarts. 

Oranges or lemons^—6 fruits. 

Water —6 to 6 gallons. 

Mix the bran and pokon dry. 
Squeeze the fruit juii< into the water, 
to which add the pulp and peel after 
cutting them up finely. The molass¬ 
es is then added to the water and the 
whole poured over tly*- bran. The mix¬ 
ture is then thoroughly stirred until 
the bran is dampened and is of a 
crumbly nature. 

’I bis bait should 1 e scattered finely 
along the headlands and roadsides and 
when it is spread on the ground 
should be of such a na'uie that each 
Hal e of tTMJl Is sVpm oto . -It-Ts- net 
necessary to put it on too heavy. One 
hundred pounds of this mixture 
should cover a mile of surface a l oil 
wide./Be sure and spread it on both 
sides of the fence along the toad'.' 
The best time -to spread the bait is 
early in the morning, sa'y before 7:30 
o’clock, or if there is a dew, it can be 
spread later in the evening. The bait 
should be applied a- fiesli as it is 
possible, and should not be kept moie 
than two or three days after mixing. 
It snould not be spread on cold days 
when the temperature is below 50 
degrees. ® 

The hopper will eat this bait in pre¬ 
ference to the grain and it is sure 
death to those that partakes of it, al¬ 
though some of the hoppers may live 
for two or three days after eating the 
poisoned bran, so one should not get 
discouraged because they see a hop 
per eating this mixture and go on 
hopping, because that hopper’s days 
of cutting grain is over. If this mat¬ 
ter is neglected^ until the hoppers mi: 
grate and take up their permanent 
abode in the fields of grain, then the 
situation is far more serious and more 
difficult to handle and will call for 
mueh more labor and expense, so it 
behooves x us to get busy and examine 
our fields, especially along the fences, 
pastures and road allowances, for 
these pests. Let us have concerted 
action in this .regard and all do their 
share to exterminate the grasshopper.

OCEAN TIDES 

Q.—Would you be kind enough, to 
explain spring and neap tides and 
greatly oblige?—An inter ested -KfatL~ 
er. j 

A.—Tides—the alternate rise and 
fall of the water/ in the ocean—are 
due to the attraction of tjie sun and 
moon. When th£ water rises to the 
highest point iy is capable of reach¬ 
ing on any particular day it is called 
high tide; when \t sinks to the lowest 
possible ebb, low\ tide is reached. 
High tides follow e&ch_-©thef at inter¬ 
vals of twelve hours twenty-five min¬ 
utes; low tides succeed each other at 
the same interval. The most potent 
cause in producing the tides is the ac¬ 
tion of the moon. It is obvious that 
by the laws of gravitation the moon 
must attract the water of the 
ocean on the particular side on 
which it is itself at the time, and if 
the earth were immovably fixed, and 
there were no sun, this would be all. 
But the earth is not fixed, and in ad¬ 
dition to drawing the water to it from 
the earth on one side of the globe, 
the moon draws the globe itself away 
from the water on the other side. 
The sun also exerts an attraction, but 
owing to its enormous distance it is 
feebler than that of the moon. When 
the sun and moon exert their influ¬ 
ence in one direction it is the highest 
tide, called a spring tide; when they 
counteract each other’s attraction it is 
neap tide. Though to an observer on 
the land the water seems simply to 
alternately rise and fall, yet what 
really takes place on the ocean at 
large is that the moon raises a wave, 
which ^follows her movement, thus 
producing high water successively at 
different places as the- earth turns 
upon its axis. If the earth did not 
revolve, tides would pnly occur every 
fourteen days. The energy producing 
tides is thus mainly that of the earth, 
not of the moon; the store of earthly 
energy is therefore reduced by the 
tides, which act as a brake or drag 
upon the revolving globe, while the 
energy of the moon is increased by 
them.’ The effect is to retard the ro¬ 
tation of the earth and cause the moon 
slowly to increase her distance from 
the earth. 


ARE .YOU AWARE OF THIS? 

The presence of male birds in the 
flock during the summer months has 
i detrimental effect upon the quality 
of eggs and poultry producers lose 
many thousands of dollars annually 
through the presence of partially in¬ 
cubated amf bad eggs in the produce 
they market. Reports are now being 
received from all parts of the coun¬ 
try of the number of partially incu¬ 
bated eggs appearing in current re¬ 
ceipts. Producei s do not 'real iz/ that 
it is unnecessary for a fertile egg to 
be placed under a broody hen to cause 
the germ to grow; a temperature of 
70 degrees is sufficient to start incu¬ 
bation. If the heat is constant the 
development of the chick will contin-: 
ue, but if it ceases or is intermittent, 
putrefaction at once sets in and the 
egg becomes bad. - Such eggs have no 
place or value in shipments, and 
should they get to the consumer the 
consumptive demand immediately 
falls off. 

■ The male bird is not essential in 
egg production, his usefulness is over 
when the supply of fertile eggs for 
the season has been secured. The hens 
will lay just as many eggs when the 
male bird has been removed and the 
eggs will be more suitable for con¬ 
sumption, packing or storing. Fur¬ 
ther, there is a distinct financial gain 
to the producer who markets infertile 
eggs, because the best trade in many 
cities offers a premium of from one 


to five cents a dozen for infertile 
eggs. 

Then there is the question of feed. 
It costs m oney to feed poultry,*urid 
with feed at its present value, the 
consumption of feed by males--kept 
for no particular purpose is a serious 
economic waste. The reason for this 
is that the best prices for live and 
dressed fowl prevail in the spring and 
early summer. During the summer 
tKe price declines, and by the early 
fall when many producers decide to 
market their male birds, a lower price 
than prevailed in the spring has to be 
accepted; the producer thus losing the 
amount per pound the m&ket has de¬ 
clined, plus the value of the feed 
consumed by the birds during the 
summer months. This financial loss 
takes on a more serious aspect when 
iLis coupled with the amount charged 
back by the wholesaler for the bad 
and partially incubated eggs that 
have been marketed. 

Farmers and others selling eggs 
for market should, therefore, need no 
urging to kill off, dispose of, or at- 
least remove the male birds from the 
flock after the breeding season. 


RULES FOR SWIMMING 

In view of the many fatalities oc¬ 
curring daily to people going in 
swimming we reproduce the following 
rules compiled by one who knows the 
game: 

Tom Robinson, veteran swimming 
coach, presents these rules for swim¬ 
mers: _ i 

Wait for at least an hour after eat¬ 
ing before going in swimming. 

Don not go in bathing alone. There 
is safety in numbers. 

In learning to swim move toward 
the shore; never swim away from the 
beach. 

Keep out of rough water if you are 
subject to heart trouble. 

Never accept an invitation to ride 
in a canoe if you cannot swim. 

In entering the water - keep the 
hands under so if you step into a hole 
you can immediately start swimming. 

Never swim until exhausted. Don't 
“show off.” 

If caught in the undertow, try at 
once to float. 

Learn them by heart. 

Remember them when you come 
near the balliing beach. 


1‘ART.CIPATION CERTIFICATES 

Farmers will receive fifty percent 
of the excess due them on Canada 
wheat board certificates about July 
15 next. Definite announcement has 
been made that this excess on the or¬ 
iginal wheat price will be at least 40 
cents per bushel. 

Interviewed by the Canadian Press 
regarding the exact effect of the an¬ 
nouncement, Sir George Foster stated 
that the exact price of last season’s 
wheat crop would not be decided yet. 
Several million bushels remained to 
be disposed Of by the board, but 
meantime the board would be able to 
make a fifty percent payment to 
wheat growers and this would be not 
less than 20 cents per bushek The 
^alance would be payable when the 
marketing of last season’s crop was 
completed, and not later than the end 
of the present year.
